The Goebel democratic candi- 


dates would all be found to have been 
tionpstly elected, he said, when the elec- 
tion itself was purged of fraud.

;o the offices, and Mr. Blackburn said

Mr. Blackburn's speech left the im- 


jression that a plan has been perfected 
whereby the end he urged is certain to 
be attained- Senator Goebel is in con- 
trol of both branches of the assembly, 
and several members who had shown de - 
fection to his rule have returned to his 
standard.

gives these particulars: 
"In 1&72 the 


gas works were taken over, the ob- 
ject being to reduce Ifae price of gas 
'ind increase its use by the poorer 
classes. 
To this end the department 


introduced pe'nny-in-tbs-s-lot 
meters, 


which have been so well received that 
'about'one-fi;th of the population is 
now supplied in this way. When the 
meter is used a stove is sup-plied and 
'"fixed" free of charge.. Not one penny 
need be invested, except for the thirty 
feet of gas sold for 2 cents. 
This is 


a great boon to the poor, who find it 
difficult 
to save enough to purchase 


fittings outright. 
Stoves alone may 


be returned at 10 per cent oj cost price 
per year, and the department has its 
own stores containing styles to suit the 
poorest or the .most .fastidious.

lor the Philippines, except of the most 
general character, they believe to be 
. out of the question. 


The attempted uprising in the city 


ol Manila and che discovery.of strong 
squads of the enemy in various places 
all over the island lead military men 
to the positive conviction that, while 
the rebellion as a well-organized army 
movement lias undoubtedly broken up, 
the disintegration, will inevitably re- 
sult in the creation of numerous small, 
predatory 
bands which can be con- 


trolled only by a strong central mili- 
tary authority. 


Many members at congress 
have 


been -anxious to begin legislating for 
the Philippines, but the leaders are 
aware military men cannot guarantee 
peace, and, in fact, believe the organi- 
zation of municipal governments to 
any great extent would simply give 
Agnina'.do and his followers an oppor- 
tunity to masquerade as amigos until 
the time was favorable for another or- 
ganized rebellion. 


Attention is called to the fact that 


the insurgent army has been disin- 
tegrated, not captured, and there are 
many thousand stands of arms hidden 
in the interior which could be used 
readily if the local authorities were 
treacherous. 


In the opinion of experts, military 


control is absolutely necessary for at 
least a year, although, iC Luzon be- 
comes reasonably peaceable, the expe- 
riment may be tried of grafting a civil 
administration on the military rule, 
just as is now being done in Cuba under 
Gen. Wood. Even that, it is believed, 
is impossible for some months to come, 
and it is asserted the influence of the 
administration will be exerted in son- 
gress to prevent precipitate action in 
the way of civil legislation until the 
army can guarantee peaceable condi- 
tions in the island. 


Rapids, who resigned his position as 
quartermaster-general at the demand 
o£ Gov.

of 
making this purchase, 


$7,000 was'supplied in cash by White, 
who is said to have acted for himself, 
and the balance by the Henderson 
Ames 
company of 
Kalamaxoo, 
by 


whom Bickerstait is employed as a 
salesman, and who sold the goods pur- 
chased, with some additions, back to 
the state for $61.000. 


Subsequently Bickerstaft took with 


him in a gripsack tto Grand Rapids 
some |26,000, representing about two- 
thirds ot the profit, and delivered this 
money over to White and Marsh, the 
former getting nearly 519.000. This he 
deposited in the Fourth national bank, 
Grand Rapids, and the next day drew 
out $S.OOO. What became of this last 
sum is not known, but the jury has its 
suspicions a-nd will endeavor to con- 
firm them this week.
